empire  took  place  at  a  luneheop  at  the 
Chateau  Laurier  today.  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurier  making  his  first  utterance  on 
the  subject  since  the  end  of  the  ses- 
sion, and  Sir  Arthur  Lawley,  former 
lieutenant-governor  of  Madras,  and 
Mr.  Arthur  Grentell>  chairman  of  the 
Canadian  Agency,  spoakin.g  from  the 
British  standpoint.  The  leader  of  the 
opposition  as,sunicd  a  negative  attitude 
in  effect,  doubting  the  existence  of  the 
German  peril  and  deprecating  "the 
mad  race  of  armaments." 

The  two  English  visitors  presented 
the  serious  aspect  of  the  situation,  Sir 
Arthur  Lawley  making  a  spech  of  ex- 
traordinary hrlllhince  and  power. 

The  occasion  was  the  visit  to  Otta- 
wa of  the  party  of  financiers  and 
legislators  which  the  Canadian  Agency 
Is  taking  to  western  Canada-  About  60 
residents  of  Ottawa  were  present. 

Mr.  Arthur  Grenfoll.  who  presided,  in 
his  speech,  uttered  a  word  of  warning 
to  Canadian  municipalities,  saying  thcA 
In  the  past  they  had  been  .'somewhat 
spoiled  and  had  been  given  rather  bet- 
ter tarms  than  the  market  absolutely 
warran'teds'"',  II&  "isdVlsed  them  not  to 
have  recoufse  to  short  term  loan.-^.  but 
to  accept  the  market  price,  for  there 
was  much  money  to  be  obtained  at  less 
than   4    1-2    per  cent.

The  political  situation  In  Rurope 
was  that  Germany  found  herself  very 
strong-  and  was  anxious  to  find  a  place 
in  the  sun.  The  difficulty  was  that 
the  British  of  a  century  ago  had  fore- 
stalled her,  and  that  she  found  two 
obstacles  in  her  way — Prance  and 
Great  Britain.  There  was  only  one 
way  of  preventing  war,  that  w;is  for 
the  several  partners  In  the  British  em- 
pire to  sav  "There  shall  be  no  war." 
There  was  a  mad  race  of  armaments. 
The  Germans  were  building  ships,  and 
the  race  would  be  shopped  only  by  one 
nation  being  persuaded  that  it  must  be 
second. 

"As  Britishers,  -we  are  determined  to 
be  first.  The  only  way  to  avoid  this 
catastrophe  Is  for  all  Britishers  to 
stand   shoulder  to  shoulder. 

Sir  AVlUrid  Laurier  said  that  In  Great 
Britain  they  were  always  thinking  nf 
war.  In  thi.s  country,  he  said,  the  peo- 
ple were  never  thinking  of  war.

OTTAWA,  Aug.  27,— Owing  to  the 
difficulty  which  the  government  has 
encountered  In  securing  tenders  for  the 
construction  of  a  drydock  at  Quebec, 
the  question  Is  under  consldera-tlon  of 
calling  for  ^tenders  which  will  combine 
the  construction  of  both  docks  and 
wharves.  For  the  latter  work,  esti- 
mated to  cost  two  millions,  seven  teixflf 
ers  have  already  been  received,  birt  no 
award  has  yet  been  made.  In  the  event 
of  the  government  determining  to 
combine  the  two  propositions,  the  call- 
ing it  new  tenders  would  b|e  necea- 
aary 

The  government  has  beOn  forced  to 
the  conclusion  thait  unless  such  notion 
If  taken  It  will  have  to  undertake  the 
work  of  building  a  dock  itaatf.  Tend- 
ers were  called  for  a  dock  at  Levis 
some  time  ago.  Only  one  tender  was 
received,  and  that  waa  merely  for  a 
contract,  and  nwt  as  a  private  enter- 
prise.

"Next  year  we  exi>eQt  to  do  even  bet- 
ter than  that.  We  hope  to  touch  the 
half  m.iUion  mark  tJien  and  everyone 
will  admit  that  that  Is  adding  to  the 
papulation   at   a  pretty    rapiii    rai". 

"The  character  of  the  immigration  is 
of  a  high  class.  We  are  getting  a  large 
iiumher  of  Immigrants  from  the  Eritisli 
Isles,  while  a  large  proport-ion  is  com- 
ing in  from  the  United  States.

next  12  days.  Flax  Is  reported  late 
south  of  the  city,  due  to  the  rains,  but 
In  the  east  It  la  nearly  ready  for  cut- 
ting. There  has  been  very  little 
threshing  dene  as  yet.  but  Indications 
point  to  a  yield  of  20  to  30  bushels  for 
wheat  and  60  to  80  for  oala.  There  1j«  a 
very  large  acreage  of  flax,  which  wi;l 
lio  a  splendid  yitld.  Barley -As  about 
reftd>  for  cutting  everywhere,  and  will 
about  double  wheat  In  yield. 

Vhtre  is  no  complaint  of  shortage  ot 
labor.  Carmangay  reports  that  men 
are  refualn*  $S  a  day,  wUh  th*  farmers 
holding  out.  One  or  two  points  re- 
port wet  weather  delaying  the  cuttl.i^ 
on  low  land,  but.  taken  aa  a  whole,  the 
conditions  are  exceptionally  favorable, 
and.  with  a  continuance  of  food  wti- 
thor  for  10  or  18  days  raorn,  there  will 
be  nothing  to  feair.

IVIr,  Walter  Long  Believes  Can- 
ada Will  See  That  the  Navy 
Is  Sufficient  for  Any  Oc- 
casion.. 


WI.VXIPEO,  Man..  Aug.  27,— "The 
question  of  the  Canadian  contribution 
to  the  navy  Is  very  delicate,"  said  F. 
K.  Smith,  K.  C,  the  young  Unionist 
leader,  toda.v.  "Personall.v,  I  think 
that  no  English  public  man  would  daro 
express  his  opinion  openly  until  the 
premier  of  Canada  has  delivered  his 
statement.  I  might  say  without  Indis- 
cretion that  the  general  tendency  of 
Mr.  Borden's  view  has  been  received 
with  gratitude  by  all  parties  in  Eng- 
land. No  proposal  has  so  touched  the 
Imagination  of  the  people  In  regard  to 
the  Imperial  conception  since  Canadian 
co-operntlon  in  the  South  African  war." 

Speaking  along  similar  lines.  Right 
Hon.  Walter  H.  Ijong,  M.  P.^  in  ad- 
dressing a  crowded  meeting  of  the  local 
Canadian  club,  said  that  we  must 
come  face  to  face  with  the  great  pro- 
blem that  confronts  the  empire.  He 
remembered  the  time  when  it  was 
whispered  that  the  future  of  <''anada 
was  In  annexation  to  the  United  States. 
No  man  was  bold  enough  to  whisper 
that  word  again.  Canada's  part  In  the 
South  African  war  settled  tha>t  for  all 
time.  Today  the  naval  supremacy  of 
the  empire  was  threatened.  For  his 
part,  he  had  no  doubt  that  Canada 
would  answer  the  mother  coun-try's 
preserrt  need  with  a  mighty  shout  and 
say: 

"We  will  see  that  the  navy  Is  suffi- 
cient  for   any  occasion."

THROUGH   SYSTEM 


Mayor  Beckwith  Tells  Dele- 
gates That  Taxing  Buildings 
Is  Fining  Man  for  Improving 
His  Property. 


WINDSOR,  Ont.,  Aug.  27.— The  May- 
or of  Halifax,  N.  S.,  shook  hands  with 
the  Mayor  of  Victoria,  B.  C,  in  Wind- 
sor this  afternoon  and  greetings  were 
exchanged  between  other  mayors  and 
other  prominent  citizens  who  are  gath- 
ered in  Windsor  for  the  twelfth  annual 
convention  of  the  Union  of  Canadian 
Municipalities.  President  W.  K.  McCrea- 
ry.  city  clerk  of  Fredericton,  N.  B.,  out- 
lined some  of  the  problems  that  are 
confronting  the  union  in  his  address, 
referring  to  the  question  of  govern- 
ment by  commlsBion;  the  agitation  for 
the  revision  of  tho  assessment  laws; 
town  planning,  and  the  movement  for 
good   roads. 

Onp  of  these  questlo;is,  that  of  revi- 
sion in  assessment  laws,  was  brought 
before  the  convention  at  an  evening  ses- 
sion by  papers  on  municipal  taxation 
by  Alderman  Joseph  Clark,  of  Edmon- 
ton, and  Alderman  W.  Hepburn  of  Van- 
couver. In  both  cities,  the  system  of 
the  exemption  of  iroprovementa  from 
taxation  has  been  adopted.  The  papers 
and  tli(!  discussion  which  followed  in- 
dicated that  the  system  of  assessing 
land  \nlues  is  favored  by  the  repre- 
etntattvrs  of  the  western  cities,  while 
those  of  the  older  cities  in  eastern  Can- 
ada in  ni.-irt-j>"ca'ses""are  opposed  to  it. 
Triamph  to  Xiand  Tax 

"The  triumph  of  land  tax  in  Edmon- 
ton is  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  1906 
we  had  building  permits  to  the  value 
of  II, ,563. 000  while  in  1912,  the  first 
year  all  taxes,  other  than  land  taxes 
were  taken  off  they  were  $16,500,000." 
says  Alderman  Clark,  "If  the  previous 
ratio  had  been  continued  It  would  nave 
required  80,000  people  to  justify  this 
expenditure,  while  our  population  is  ap- 
proximately   S3, 000. 

"The  land  tax  In  Vancouver  is  the 
principal  cause  of  tho  growth  of  that 
city    In    recent    years,"    he    continued. 

"No  one  will  attempt  to  dispute  that 
the  land  tax  In  Victoria  had  been  most 
beneficial,"  said  Mayor  J.  L.  Beckwith. 
of  the  western  city.  "The  system  of 
taxing  buildings  is  simply  a  system  of 
fining  a  man  for  improving  his  proper- 
ty." 

"The  city  of  Saskatoon  is  moving  to- 
wards the  land  tax,"  said  deputy  minis- 
ter .1.  N.  Batlone."  Under  the  new  law 
the  limit  of  assessment  is  fixed  at  sixty 
per  cent,  and  cities  have  tbe  right  to 
reduce  this  15  per  cent,  a  year.  Within 
two  or  three  years  it  is  believed  that 
the  cities  will  entirely  remove  the  tax 
on    Improvements."

AVhen  the  new  wing  Is  completed  It 
will  be  possible  to  hav«  a  training 
school  for  nurses,  a  thing  long  desired 
In  that  district,  and  It  i«  likely  theit 
at  least  eight  pupil  nurses  will  be  ac- 
commodated. The  hospital  has  been 
under  the  superintendence  of  Dr. 
Sutherland  ever  since  It  was  first 
opened,  and  he  is  osslsted  by  Dr.  Ham- 
ilton, With  a  matron  and  a  staff  of 
eight'  nurses.  Competent  authorities 
have  declared  the  hospital  to  be  one  of 
the  best.  If  not  the  best.  In  the  pro- 
vince. There  arc  affiliated  hospitals 
af    Chase    and    Arrowsmlth. 

Corneratono  I>aying 
All  the  ceremonies  of  Wednesday 
were  carried  out  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Progress  clu*,  of  Revelstoke,  of 
which  Dr.  Ham.iUon,  a  former  mayor 
of  the  city,  is  piresldent.  At  the 
cornerstone  laying,  Mr.  T.  Kllpatrlck, 
president  of  the  hospital  board,  was  In 
the  chair,  and.  after  a  short  sketch  of 
the  hospital,  presented  Mr,  Taylor  with 
a  sliver  troweL  In  declaring  the  etone 
well  and  truly  laid,  the  minister  .said: 
'•I  have  been  instrumental  In  some 
humble  manner,  and  with  the  assis- 
tance of  Hon.  Dr.  Young,  provincial 
secretary,  who  is  In  charge  of  the  hos- 
pital buildings  throughout  the  province, 
m  obtaining  a  grant  for  this  splendid 
building.  I  do  not  tlilnk  it  necessary 
for  me  to  enlarge  upon  the  figures 
nuoted  by  Mr.  KllpatJrlck.  J  would  I'ke 
to  express  the  regret  of  Dr.  \-uhk 
that  'he  was  not  aUle  to  accept 
your  kind  Invitation  to  be  present  on 
this  occasion;  the  premier  also  per- 
sonally requested  me  to  convey  his  re- 
gret that  offlcal  business  prevents 
him  from  being  here  with  you  today. 
I  wish  to  express  to  you  air.  and  the 
citizens  express  to  you  sir,  an  ac- 
knowledgment of  the  handsome  grant 
already  made  through  Dr.  Yoimg, 
towards  the  cost  of  this  building,  and 
1  have  his  authority  for  stating  to  you 
that  he  Is  prepared  to  assist  you  lo  a 
considerable  extent  In  the  furnishing 
of    the   building. 

"When  making  this  announcement. 
Dr.  Toung  also  told  me  that  your  hos- 
pital at  Revelstoke  Is,  If  not  the  best, 
one  of  the  best  cond\icted  hospitals  in 
(he  province,  and  I  am  sure  that  f^ct 
\n  -largely  responsible  for  the  sym- 
paiiiptlc  manner  in  which  reauests  for 
aa.sistancc  have  always  been  met  by 
the  provincial  secretary.  A  groat  deal 
of  credit  is  due  to  your  hospital 
board,  and  the  medical,  nursing  and 
ndmlnlstrntlve  staffs.  I  had  the 
honor  of  repre.sentlng  yo\i  in  the  legis- 
lature when  the  first  assistance  asked 
for  was  granted,  being  the  lieglnnlng 
of   this  noble  Institution. 

"The  government  to  wlilch  I  Ua\o 
the  honor  to  belong  has  also,  during 
the  past  few  years,  extended  generous 
aid  to  many  other  institutions  of  a 
similar  character  throughout  this  pro- 
\lnce,  and  the  scope  of  this  beneficent 
work  Is  being  constantly  enlarged,  the 
srants  having  been  Increased  five-fold 
within  the  last  five  years  of  our  ad- 
mlnlsiPRtlon." 

The  now  wing  :.■<  three  storeys  in 
height,  with  «  hlKJi  basement,  and  wlM 
furnlsii  beds  for  thirty-three  ail- 
dlllonai  patients,  besides  operating 
rooms  and  stirglcal  and  demonstration 
-rooms.  The  administration  staff  will 
also  be  provided  for.  It  Is  expected 
that  the  wing  will  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy before  Christmas.  The  architect 
is  Mr.  W.  H.  Wallace  and  the  con- 
tractor IS  Mr.  O.  W.  Abrahemson.

The  afternoon  proceedings  took  place 
at  Columbia  park,  following  the  basket

Hamilton  told  you,  1  have  been  afcle 
during  «ny  period  of  representation  to 
be  of  some  little  service  to  the  dis- 
trict which  I  have  the  honor  lo  repre- 
sent, I  have  only  done  my  duty,  and 
llilH  evidence  of  your  api)i'eciatlon  is 
Indeed     most     appreciated     by     nie.

I  am  the 
mora  Interested  Jn  this  matter,  as  for 
some  time  past  I  have  been  working 
on  the  question  of  the  throwihg  open 
of  these  lapds  lying  within  the  twenty 
iT>lIe  belt,  and  I  am  glad  to  say, 
through  these  efforts  and  with  the  as- 
sistance of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Roas;  we  have 
made  this  headway,  that  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Dominion  governmetvt 
in  the  person  of  Mr.  Maber  Is  now 
actually  on'  the  ground,  examining  Into 
the  siiuatters  rights,  and  reporting  on 
the   situation  generally. 

"There  Is  no  question,  that  within  a 
short  time  these  lands  will  be  thrown 
open  >by  the  authorities  at  Ottawa. 
In  my  opinion  these  lands  should  be 
administered  by  the  local  government. 
who  know  the  conditions  better  than 
anyo'ne,  tout  If  that  cannot  be  accom- 
pIKshed,  I  will  at  least  assure  yoU  that 
I  as  your  representative  will  place  the 
whole  situation  exactly  as  it  Is  and  as 
I  have  seen  It,  before  the  authorities- 
In    the   capital   city, 

"As  I  stand  here  today  and  look  up 
at  this  wonderful  Mount  Revelstoke, 
and  this  beautiful  park,  it  appears  to 
me  very  forcibly  that  if  we  can  make 
It  Into  a,  playground,  to  assist  In  build- 
ing up  a  better  and  healthier  race  of 
Canadians.  It  would  confer  a  benefit 
alike  on  you  and  on  your  successors. 
In  my  mind's  eye  I  can  see  the  fin- 
ished scenic  road  winding  its  way  to 
the;  summit,  crowned  by  a  magnifi- 
cent tourist  hotel,  and  the  mountain 
Itself  turned  into  a  playground  wor- 
thy of  Its  natural  beauty  and  sur- 
roundings. 

"I  have  already  taken  up  this  mutter 
of  the  proclamation  of  the  mountain 
as  a  national  park.  You  have  here  a 
city  of  four  or  five  thousand  people. 
In  a  few  years,  with  your  advantages. 
It  should  grow  to  fifty  or  sixty  thou- 
sand population^  and  the  mountain 
from  whence  Is  drawn  the  pure  drink- 
ing water  for  which  your  city  Is  so 
famed  will  have  to  be  preserved  with 
Its  timber  standing,  as  a  protection  to 
the  sources  of  that  water  supply, 

"If  the  park  la  not  proclaimed  a 
national  perk,  al^  least  there  Is  no 
doubt  that  Its  use  can  be  secured  to 
you  and  the  touring  public  for  ever, 
under  the  existing  arrangement?;  for 
conserving  watersheds,  and  imder  one 
or  other  of  these  arrangements  the 
matter  c*ti  certainly  be  satisfactorily 
adjusted," 

.'  The  scenic  motor  road  will  be  thir- 
teen miles  In  length,  leading  by  many 
a  winding  and  at  a  grade  of  not  more 
than  abo\it  six  pe»-  cent  to  the  summit 
of  the  mountain,  which  is  some  seven 
thousand  feet  above  level  of  the 
city.  From  the  fop  caxn  be  had  a  mag- 
nificent view  of  the  country  for  miles 
arovind  and  the  glaciers  at  Tlleclllewaet. 
The  dominion  forester,  Mr.  R.  H,. 
Campbell,  and  Mr.  D.  11,  (."ameron.  also 
of  the  forestry  deipartment,  were  at 
l{evcl«tol;e  during  the  day  and  It  was 
generally  understood  that  they  would  re- 
port on  the  neceselty  of  establishing  a 
reserve  on  the  summit  In  order  to  pro- 
tect   the   water   supply    of   the   city.

9t1>e  United 
btates  hud  no  iwKrillMal  rishts  in  that 
rnglon,  but  It  had  under  negotiation 
certain  treaties  with  Honduras  and 
.Nicaragua.  A  project  for  an  Internation- 
al canal  across  Nicaragua  was  mooted, 
and  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  have  a 
treaty  feoverning  thl.s  matter.  Accord- 
ingly 'Jne  was  agreed  upon,  containing 
i.ie  following  provisions  as  summarized 
'.•y   a  contemporary: 

It  bound  both  parties  not  to  obtain 
iir  jnaintain  any  exclusive  control  of 
tiio  proposed  canal  or  unequal  advant-. 
.>srcs   In   its   use. 

U  guaranteed  the  neutralization  of 
ilio  canal. 

It  establlshi^d  a  general  principle  by 
wliich  the  two  contracting  parties 
should  extend  their  protection  by 
treaty  stipulation  to  any  other  practic- 
able communlcation.««  whether  by  can.al 
or  railway  across  the  isthmus  which 
connects    South    and    North    America. 

Finally  it  stipulated  that  neither 
Hi;nat(>iy  would  ever  occupy  or  fortify 
or  (olonJL'c  or  assume  or  exercise  any 
dominion  over  Nicaragua,  Costa  Rica, 
llTc  Mosquito  Coast  or  any  part  of  Cen- 
tral .\merica,  nor  make  use  of  any  pro- 
tectorate or  alliance,  present  or  future 
to    suci,    ends. 

The  treaty  was  signed  on  the  19th 
■Jt  .\p:-il  but  before  the  exchange  of- 
latiflcations  the  British  government 
rrad.-»  a  declaration  tliat  it  did  not  un- 
der.>!tand  the  treaty  as  applying  to  Hon- 
duras and  its  dependencies.  Mr.  Clay- 
ton made  a  counter  declaration  tliat  the 
I  nited  States  did  not  regard  the  treaty 
a.<  applying  to  British  Honduras  nor 
Uie  small  islatids  In  the  neighborhood 
<f  that  settlement  but  that  the  treaty 
fiid  apply  to  all  the  Central  Ameri- 
i-tn  States  and  their  dependencies. 

The  original  plan  of  the  United  States 
was  to  construct  a  cana]  by  the  Nicar- 
aguan  route,  and  a  Bill  was  introduced 
Into  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
1902  diverting  JlSO.OOO.OOO  to  fiat  ob- 
.;t>t.  The  Senate  amended  this  by  au- 
thorl2:ing' the  President  to  buy  out  the 
I'anama  Canal  company  and  to  obtain  a 
concession  from  the  government  of  Co- 
lombia for  the  right  of  way  for  a  canal. 
This  Colombia  refused  to  grant,  but 
Panama  shortly  afterwards  declared 
herself  Independent,  and  on  the  United 
States  having  acknowledged  her  Inde- 
pendence, a  grant  df'COmrol  of  terri- 
tory 10  miles  wide  and  across  the  Isth- 
mus was  made.  It  then  became  neces- 
.sary  to  substitute  a  now  treaty  for, that 
made  with  Great  Britain  in  1850.  Ac- 
cordingly the  representatives  of  the  two 
countries  met.  Sir  .Julian  Pauncefote's 
instructions  were  to  concede  everything 
that  did  not  affect  the  neutral  character 
of  the  Canal.  Negotiations  were  brought 
to  a  close  in  February,  1900.  "This 
treaty  provided  that  a  canal  might  be 
constructed  by  the  United  States  or 
under  Its  direction,  that  it  should  be 
permanently  neutralized  on  the  basis  of 
the  Suez  Canal  agreement,  which  thus 
provided'  that  It  bo  kept  open  at  all 
times  either  of  war  or  peace  to  all  ves- 
sels without  discrimination,  and  that  no 
rortmcationa  were  to  be  constructed 
commanding  the  canal  or  the  waitprs  Ad- 
jacent and  that  other  powers  should  bo 
Invited  to  Join  in  this  guarantee  of  neu- 
trality.' 

These  latter  parts  of  thl.s  provision 
as  to  fortification  and  joint  guarantee 
were  objectionable  to  the  United  States 
and  were  struck  out;  but  Great  Britain 
refused  to  be  bound  by  the  treaty  as 
amended.  Negotiations  were  revers- 
ed and  a  new  treaty  was  formed  con- 
taining tbc  provision  quoted  at  the 
opening  of  this  article  and  al*o  the  fol- 
lowing: 

It  is  agreed  that  the  canal  may  be 
constructed  under  the  auaplces  of  the 
Kovernment  of  the  United  States 
wither  directly  at  Its  own  cost,  or  by 
Sift  or  loan  of  money  to  individuals 
or  corporations,  or  through  subscription 
through  or  purchaM  of  stock  or  shAres, 
and  that,  subject  to  ths  provisions  of 
th#  prsssnt  treaty,  the  said  govern- 
tittti  sbau  hjuvSs^and  enjoy  ail  ths  rights

U'e  repeat  that  the  S.P.CA.  is  a  very 
excellent  and  useful  organization;  but 
it  is  likely  to  defeat  Its  ow.n  objects 
by  needless  Interference  with  matters 
about  which  its  members  really  know 
nothing  at  all.  gA.  certain  housemaid  in 
this  city,  following  the  practice  of  her 
own  country,  was  accustomed  occasion- 
ally to  put  the  family  cat  into  the 
water  and  allo^  it  to  swim  ashore.  This 
was  In  the  Interest  of  cleanliness,  just 
as  dogs  are  sent  out  to  swim  so  that 
they  may  be  kept  clean.  The  S.P.CA. 
notified  the  mistress  that,  if  the  prac- 
tice was  not  d  i  scon  tin  U'ed,  a  prosecu- 
tion would  be  Instituted.  The  cat  was 
the  better,  not  the  worse,  for  her  occa- 
sional bath,  but  some  busybody  chose 
to  think  the  act  of  the  maid  an  •exhibi- 
tion of  cruelty.  Such  performances  ere 
calculated  to  deprive  a  very  useful  or- 
ganization of  the  .'sympathetic  support 
of   reasonable  people. 


Public  Opinion  summarises  them  as  fol- 
lows:

Current  J^lterature  says  that 
the  writer  has  brought  out  facts  which 
stem  to  establish  that  the  unlvcrHltlea 
are  little  more  than  social  clearing 
houses,  unless  they  niay  be  looked  upon 
aii  organiiied  Instrumentb  for  the  pre- 
\entlon  of  learning.  A  few  years  ago. 
President  Wilson  ot  Princeton  declared 
that  "the  sideshows  of  our  great  unl- 
vor.sltics  are  threatening  to  overshadow 
the  main  show."  He  euucavored  to  In- 
augurate what  lie  considered  were  neces- 
spry  reforms,  and  the  result  was  that  he 
resigned  because  of  pressure  brought  to 
bear  by  the  alumni.  In  an  article  In 
Collier's.  Mr,  Owon  Johnson,  the  author 
of  the  book  referred  to,  makeo  the  fol-

The  United  States  government  is  in- 
vestigating the  movement  of  farmers 
from  that  country  to  Canada.  The  loss 
of  a  large  number  of  the  pick  of  the 
population  every  year  has  given  cause 
to  not  a  little  anxiety,  and  a  special 
commissioner  Is  now  at  work  to  discover 
if  he  can,  why  it  is  taking  place.  In- 
vestigation hardly  seems  necessary,  for 
the  cause  lies  on  the  very  surface  of 
things,  American  farmers  are  moving 
into  Canada  for  tlie  same  reason  as,  a 
fow  score  years  ago.  New  Tork  farmers 
migrated  to  Ohio,  and  Virginia  farmrr.s 
to  Kentucky.  The  same  reason  drew  the 
cliildrcn  of  these  migrators  across  the 
Mississippi  and  the  Missouri  and  some 
of  them  as  far  as  the  Pacific  Coast.  It 
is  the  lure  of  vacant  land.  To  a  certain 
element  of  the  community  this  has  a 
powerful  attraction.  It  was  manifest 
In  our  ancestors  a  couple  of  Ihousanfl 
years  ago,  when  they  act  out  on  their 
inarch  across  Europe  to  occupy  the  va- 
cant lands  on  the  Atlantic  Coast.  Jnlitis 
Caesar,  statesman  though  he  waf,  failed 
fr  ■<rT  thut  lir  could  not  hope  tn 
arrest  this  migratory  Instinct,  and  so  he 
fell  upon  and  slaughtered  the  Helvetii. 
But  this  was  like  Mrs.  Partington  end 
her  broom.  The  tide-  was  flowing,  and 
it'  could  not  be  arrested.  After  a  time 
the  pressure  became  so  strong  that  the 
ramparts  of  Roman  imperialism  gave 
way  before  it.  Our  neighbors  to  the 
.•south  may  as  well  make  up  their  minds 
iif.w  as  later  thnt  as  long  as  Canada 
olfcrs  a  feTcat  ^'.■^canl  dnmftln,  ready  for 
thf  plough,  to  a  land-hungry  people,  the 
trrU    frum    the    south    will    continue.

Tho  extraordinary  thing  Is  that  the 
university  does  not  intfiUigcntiy  per- 
Ctlvc  the  opportunity,  as  well  as  the 
du-ty,  11  has  here  In  dealing  with  a  class 
which,  If  rightfully  Inspired  has  in  It 
stch  tremendous  powers  for  national 
service.  But  nothing  will  over  be  done 
until  the  university  can  perceive  that 
the  question  of  education  today  Is  not 
one  simplj'  of  required  attendance  and 
scholastic  marks,  but  of  the  wise  super- 
vision of  the  intimate  dally  life  of  the 
i4ndergraduate — that  there  Is  no  under- 
graduate problem  that  is  not  a  problem 
of  education  in  its  broader  sense.  And 
that  as  the  university  must  accept  the 
rt eponslbility  it  should  assert  Its  right 
to  complete  authority. 

Here  is  the  most  completely  miscon- 
ceived system  for  live  education  of  our 
aristocracy  that  could  be  conceived. 
From  tlie  moment  a  man  of  social  rat- 
ing enters  Harvard  everything  is  ready 
to  protect  him  from  any  dempcratlc 
knowledge  of  his  fellows.  He  rooms  In 
dormltbries  of  such  luxury  that  only 
men  of  his  own  means  can  surround 
him.  He  soon -enters  an  intermediary 
club  and  then  a  more  exclusive  final 
one.  No  obllgiitlon  is  laid  on  him  in  the 
slightest  to  win  recognition  In  his  own 
class.  He  may  be  detested,  as  some- 
times happens;  he  remains  sublimely  in- 
different, with  no  otlier  conception  ot 
a  college  career  than  the  social  suc- 
cess -which  is  handed  down  to  him  by 
those  members  of  his  Boston  or  Ntw 
York  or  private  school  sets  who  look 
after  their  own.  He  has  experienced 
nothing  real,  been  brought  under  no 
discipline,  learned  nothing  but  to  wind 
tighter  about  him  the  cocoon  of  social 
P!-edestination. 

The  fact  that  national  problems — 
economic  and  political — exist,  profound- 
\\  bores  him.  He  has  loarnf-d  only  one 
thing:  whom  ho  should  a.issoclate  with 
— and  into  the  hands  of  his  like  will  pass 
the  control  of  concentrated  power  over 
n. asses  whom  he  does  not  understand 
and  for  whom  he  has  learned  no  sym- 
I  alhy.  His  social  course  has  compltt.- 
cd  the  mlseducatinn  his  parents  ha\e 
chosen  to   give   him. 

The  university  continues  to  preach 
theoretical  democracy,  while  practlcall.v 
.it  sur.renders  its  control  to  social  sci.s 
tiat   mock   the  very  sound   of   the  word. 

Dr.    Young   in    his  Convov-«tlon   apeecli 

was  very  careful  In  make  it  evident 
that  as  far  as  "is  possible  the  weak- 
nesses of  the  old  universities  will  be 
avoided  In  the  constitution  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  British  Columbia.  It  Is  very 
possible  thnt  Mr.  .Johnson  hfis  gone  to 
an  extreme  In  his  trltlclsni.  Most  ar- 
dent reformers  arc  npt  to  run  to  ex- 
tremea;  but  that  there  is  some  justifi- 
cation for  his  severe  arraignment  of 
tho  American  ixmlvorslty  ."system  can 
hardly  he  disputed.  The,  criticism  Is 
confined  to  American  unlver.sltles 
wholly.  Whether  or  not  It  would  bo 
justified  in  the  ca.-ie  of  Kngllsh  Institu- 
tions of  the  same  class,  he  does  not 
profess  to  say,  nor  shall  we.

TURKISH    CONCESSIONS 

Provinces    to    Be    Allowed    Jiidlclal    Ke- 
form    and    Educational    Advan- 
tages

nounced Its  intention  ot  granting  to  all 
the  provinces  of  European  Turkey  and 
the  vILiyets  of  Anatolia^  the  same  con- 
cessions that  already  have  been  granted 
to   Uie  Albanians.

Oil   steamer   Rosscrans    Bestroyad    Wit]). 
X.OSS    Esldlmatad    at   $80,000 


SANT.V  BARBAR.V.  Calif.,  Aug.  27. — 
The  Oil  steamer  Rosecrans,  owned  by 
the  Associated  Oil  company,  was  de- 
stroyed by  flvs  and  sflnk  In  deep  water 
near  Gaviota.,  late  today  with  a  loss 
estimated  at  |80,000,  The  crew  of 
forty-two  men  escaped  with  their  lives 
by  jumping  Into  the  sea  and  swimming 
ashore. 

The  Rosecrans  was  lying  at  her  dock 
loading  oil.  Suddenly  an  explosion  oc- 
curred in  the  boiler  room  and  In  an  in- 
stant the  oil-soaked  craft  was  a  mass 
of  flame,«.  The  forty-two  men  engaged 
in  loading,  hasMly  abandoned  her  and 
others  on  the  dnou  rut  the  ropes,  and 
the  ship  slowly  drifted  out  to  sea.  With- 
in half  an  hour  she  begnii  to  keel-  and 
soon  afterwards  plunged  to  the  bot- 
tom. 

The  Rosecrans  arrived  at  .\lcatraz 
from  'Redondo  earlier  today  and  was  to 
take  oil  here  to  San  Francisco.  AlX)nt 
one  thousHnd  barrels  liad  been  pumped 
Into  the  ship  when   the  fire  broke  ont._^ 

The  Rosecrans  was  hui,lt  thirty  yekrs 
ago,  and  had  been  carrying  n  capacity 
of  30,000  barrels.  She  was  comn-'anded 
by  Captain  Uuclen  F.  Johnson.  In  March 
last  she  went  ashore  near  .Mcatrn-/.  and 
two  men   were  lost.

Tarkisb    Troops    Besponsible    for    Far-

On^TTl.NMK,  Montenegro,  Aug.  27. — 
Ftirthcr  massacres  of  tho  Christians 
hy  Turkish  troops  on  the  .Mbanlan 
frontier  ?ontlnui  to  be  reported,  but 
the  Montenegrin  government  Is  striv- 
ing Its  utmost  to  give  effect  to  the 
rtaceful  counHcle  of  the  representa- 
tives   of   European    i>ower8.

Aiuoriimii  Gieaaon's  protest  followed  the 
reading  of  a  communication  from  Reeve 
Oliver,  of  the  niunlcipalliy  of  Oak  Bay,  to 
the  effect  that  as  the  OThlbltlon  grounds 
are  the  properly  of  the  city  Oak  Bay  has 
always  taken  tho  aland  that  until  a  permit 
for  the  meet-  Is  granted  by  the  city  the 
muntrlpallty  does  not  feel  called  upon  to 
takp  any  action  relative  to  permitting  a 
iiu'f't  within  Its  boundaries,  and  he  referred 
I)  the  city  the  request  of  the  club  proffered 
lo    the   municipality. 

.■Vldermun  Porter,  who  expressed  himself 
tin  rtellirhted  to  witness  horse  races,  believed 
that  as  the  club  holds  a  lease  of  the 
grounds  It  need  not  apply  to  the  city,  and, 
anyway,  there  could  be  no  ob.jectlon.  He 
understood  that  It  Is  the  club's  Intention 
to  hold  races  during  fair  week,  when  the 
gate  receipts  will  go  to  the  Agricultural 
assoij-Jijy^^Jl,- the  club  not  .bolng  called  upon 
tn  i«»y  ',i*nt.'il  for  that  -w^ek,  and  also  ^the 
follow-lin;  week,  when  tho  club  will  pay 
rental    but   take    tho    receipts. 

Alderman  Glcason  asked  If  It  were  not  a 
fact  that  betting  would  be  permitted.  If 
the  ))irl-Tnutual  system  of  betting  were  per- 
mitted the  -council  w.ould  .be  giving  sanc- 
tion to  nvctliods  which  are  condemned  by 
ninety  per  cent  ot  the  business  men  of  the 
community,  and  one  which,  at  the  last  bis 
race  meet,  had  resulted  In  large  defalca- 
tions on  tht-  part  of  those  who  had  lost 
money  through  betting.  He  declared  the 
Country  club  holds  no  lease  and  were  It 
not  that  this  year  the  ootincll.  In  matters 
of  moral  Importance,  had  b«en  marking 
time  Instead  of  proceeding  with'  the  case 
Instituted  last  year  against  the  club  the 
so-called  lease  would  have  been  cancelled. 
The  lease  had  been  granted  by  the  B.  C. 
.Vgrlcullural  association  which  does  not  own 
the    land. 

Alderman  Oleason  declared  he  thoroughly 
enjoyed  a  race  n-iest  but  If  the  forthcoming 
meet  Is  to  be  conducted  on  the  same  lines 
as  those  In  the  past  ho  would  strenuously 
object. 

Alderman  Dllworth  declared  that  '"thous- 
ands" of  younst  men  had  lost  their  posi- 
tions through  gambling  on  the  «l.\ty-day 
race  meet.  It  the  betting  were  eliminated 
he  would  not  have  any  great  objection  to 
the   meet. 

Alderman  Baker  was  avorse  to  the 
betting  feature  and  he  Inquired  of  Acting 
.Mayor  OkoU  what  Is  meant  by  the  parl- 
inuiuel     systi!m. 

The  acting  mayor  seemed  somewhat  hazy 
about  tho  system,  but  stated  that  as  tar 
as  ho  could  see  It  was  a  species  of  legalised 
licUing  In  that  the  law-  recognizes  It.  The 
bookmaker  Is  eliminated  and  llie  bettlnR  is 
purely  mechanical  with  a  porceiitage  of  the 
uniouni     bel    Rolng    tn    the    club.

One  of  the  mysteries  of  the  ,  Cana- 
dian confederation  is  the  Incomplete 
condition  of  the  coat  of  arms  of  the 
Dominion.  The  armorial  hearings  of 
th<-  Dominion  of  Canada,  as  authorized 
by  royal  warrant,  on  May  25,  1888, 
Include  the  arm.s  of  only  the  four  or- 
iginal provinces  which  entertvl  l»to 
confederation  on  July  1,  186",  Ontario, 
Quebec,  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Bruna- 
wick.  Since  then  five  other  provinces 
have  become  partners  in  the  Canadian 
confederacy,  the-  two  former  cro-*-n 
colonies,  British  Columbia  and  Prince 
Edward  island,  and  three  separate 
iprovlnolal  jiirlsdictloTis.  Manitoba,  Sa<»- 
katcJie-nan  and  Alberta,  formed  out  of 
the  territories.  But  none  of  these  lat- 
ter are  represented  in  the  heralaic  in- 
signia of  the  Dominion,  simply  be- 
cause no  official  request  has  been 
made  that  their  arms  should  be  given 
a  place  in  royal  recognition  and  be 
recorded   iby    the    College    of    Herald*. 

This  matter,  while  apparently  one 
only  of  sentiment,  is  really  one  of  im- 
portance, for  the  reason  that  the  arms 
of  the  Dominion  appear  upon  the  ofll- 
cittl  notepaper  as  well  as  upon  our 
new  go-Id  coins.  The  under  secretary 
of  state  at  Ottawa,  Mr.  Thomas  Mul- 
vey,  doe«s  not  see  any  reason  for  a 
change,  declaring  that  "The  arms,  as 
granted,  have  a  .heraJdlc  meaning  and 
an  historic  application,  and  I  see  no 
i-eason  why  they  should  be  changed." 
This  may  bo  his  individual  opinion, 
but  It  should  not  be  allowed  to  con- 
tinue the  offlcial  opinion  of  the  Dom- 
inion government.  Until  the  arms  of 
the  complete  Dominion  are  properly 
recoignized  the  'heraldic  device  Of  the 
confederation  Is  both  antiquated  end 
iintrutihful.  We  hope  that  Hon.  Dr. 
Roche,  the  secretary  of  state,  will  take 
this  matter  up  aJid  have  the  Herald's 
CoUeiko  make  us  a  new  and  truthful 
design    to    represent    the    Dominion.
